Pursuant to the Request for Extension of Time, the period for response has been extended 
one (1) month, to expire May 19, 2004. In response to the requirement for election of species 
mailed March 19, 2004, applicants hereby elect the following: 

(a) hydrophobic component: the terpolymer of dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate 
(DMAEMA), butyl methacrylate (BMA), and styrene benzaldehyde, which is described in 
Example 2 and illustrated in Figures 4 and 5; 

(b) hydrophilic component: polyalkylene oxide (e.g., PEG); 

(c) pH-sensitive linkage: acetal; 

(d) agent: therapeutic agents (e.g., oligonucleotides); 

(e) ligand: antibody (e.g., IgG); and 

(f) carrier: microparticles. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the election of species with regard to the election of the 
agent, ligand, and carrier. Applicants believe that such an election is not required for the 
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purposes of searching and commencing examination. Reconsideration of the requirement for 
these species is respectfully requested. 

Applicants believe that Claims 2-4, 8-10, 13-19, and 33-36 read on the elected species.
